Peterson’s cool-headed 16-year-old 
son Dan, who joined him in 
Venezuela for the final legs of the 
circumnavigation, brandishes a 
rifle-like PVC tube, while his 
father videotapes the desperadoes’ 
every move and talks convincingly 
into a hand-held radio (no one was 
listening). The bluff works and the 
heavily armed pirates break off 
their approach 100 yards short of 
boarding. 





The F/V Lady Fream, a 36’ snapper/grouper boat 

out of Mayport, Fla., encounters 15° to 20' seas in the Gulf 
Stream when a wave knocks loose from the afterdeck a 
2,000-Ib. fish box, causing the vessel to list badly. Moments 
later a second wave floods the engine room and the three- 
man crew is forced to hastily abandon ship aboard a cumber- 
some life float. In an amazing feat of survival, the three men 
spend the next 50 hours paddling the float 45 miles toward 
the Florida shore. Just outside the surf line, the three abandon 
the float and swim separately to the beach, arriving sun- 
burned and exhausted, but otherwise uninjured.

ery large water spout with an esti- 


mated 200’ diameter touches down on the Pamlico 
Sound near New Bern, N.C., narrowly missing a boat 
containing 30 YMCA campers. The spout, possessing 
the identical configuration of a “Texas twister” (includ- 
ing the snake-like funnel) and every bit as dangerous as 
one, moves at an estimated 15 knots to 20 knots, liter- 
ally chasing -a second boat with a television film crew 
that coincidentally was in che area to report on evidence 
of a fish die-off on the sound.
